Calgary Diocese of the Anglican

In a survey of Western Canada 
made last week, the current indica¬ 
tions are that the southern plains are 
gefting moisture this season, in ex¬ 
cess of the north. In Manitoba, the 
northern part is below normal, the 
central about normal and the south is 
about 102'/, above normal. 

In Saskatchewan more early mois¬ 
ture was hoped for. In the north which 
has been a reliable wheat producer in 
recent years, thefe is less rain than 
usual, this being the experience of 
Battleford, Prince Albert and Melfort. 
Hound Yorkton, Outlook and Kinders- 
ley, there is a slight increase above 
normal, but in parts of Southern Sas¬ 
katchewan, precipitation is 205'< over 
normal. 

. The southern part of Alberta has 
had a big share of the spring mois¬ 
ture in this province. Round Edmon¬ 
ton over 2.2 inches of moisture has 
been registered so far in April. In 
the central area the increase is over 
350' >, while in the sinjth moisture is 
almost 500G above \\™at it normally 
is in the past month. Drumheller dis¬ 
trict has had 2.5 inches since April 1. 
and generally in ‘the south there has 
been 3.05 inches since April 1, com¬ 
pared with a normal .44 inches. 


It has been many months now since 
the people of'Vulcan and district or¬ 
ganized a branch of the Red Cross So¬ 
ciety and at that time various com¬ 
mittees were appointed to carry on the. 
work. Before anything could be done, 
money had to be raised, so a finance 
committee was appointed and its first 
act was to put on a membership and 
funds drive which resulted in a tidy 
sum being raised. This ‘fund was 
placed to the credit of the Vulcan and 
district branch at the provincial head¬ 
quarters in Calgary. A small-' sum 
was kept in the Vulcan bank for local 
expenditures, ffev. T. B. Winter being 
chairman. 

Whenever the work-committee sends 
in an order for yam, hospital supplies 
etc., the cost of these goods is debited 
to th'e account and with the sewing 
and knitting and making of surgical 
dressing, .the cost to the local branch 


go on. 

The War Work Committee 

Splendid work rs being done by this 
committee and to date 845 articles 
have been completed, packed and 
shipped. These include 54 pairs of 
hand-knitted socks, 40 hand-knitted 
sweaters and various hospital sup- 
pu^vsuch as pneumonia jackets, bed 
gowns, mattress pads, hot water bot¬ 
tle covers, ice bag covers, handker¬ 
chiefs, dressing gowns, bed jackets, 
etc. Many more of these articles are' 
being made and another shipment will 
soon be ready. At present some 66 
ladies are doing sewing and knitting 
for the Red Cross. While it is not 
possible, for various reasons, for every 
lady to-do this work, yet 66 ladies is a 
small representation for Vulcan and 
drstrict. The ladies in charge of this 
work are at the Red Cross rooms in 
the Canadian Legion every Saturday 
afternoon from 2 to 5 o’clock and, for 
the benefit of /arm women, they will 
in future also be there Saturday even¬ 
ings'from 7 to 9.30. Those willing to 
assist the Red Cross with sewing of" 
knitting are reminded that it is not 
necessary to be a member of the Red 
Cross and that there is no cost; ail 
that is required is the desire to sew or 
knit. A choice can be made of what is 
available and patterns are supplied, 
as well as the yarns for knitting. 

Work coming in has been well done. 
The committee is responsible for 
checking and each article must be 
folded in a certain way, put in bundles 
tied securely and packed. .Those in 
charge have received special praise for 
the way this is being done. 

Surgical Dressings 

Graduate nurses of Vulcan and dis¬ 
trict who are making these dressings 
have been meeting every Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon in the Canadian Legion hall 
am! to date have made 2297 surgical 
dressings. Of this number, 60 3-inch 
rolled bandages and 1412 dressing^, 
including pads for wounds, compres¬ 
ses and wipes, have been shipped. This 
committee recently received a letter 
from the provincial convenor of war 
work, Mrs. E. G. Mason, compliment¬ 
ing the nurses on the fact that the 
dressings were so well made and so 
carefully packed, ^ris latter being 
equally as important. This apprecia¬

It is pos¬ 
sible that Canadian forces may be'sta¬ 
tioned in Greenland. Premier'King 
met with President ' Roosevelt and 
Lord Lothian, British ambassador in^ 
Washington, and it is rumored that" 
discussion of North American secur¬ 
ity took place. Protective measures 
nvay be taken by Canadian forces be¬ 
ing sent to •Greenland. 

Five Fronts in Norway 
sVWar is developing at five points ill 
Norway. German attack is on railway 
lines in central Norway. Re-enforce¬ 
ments are being landed at Norwegian 
ports by the Allies, but at the same - 
time German troops are strengthening 
Allies have established strong machine 
gun nests to guard, narrow mountain 
roads. Trondheim is in German 
hands, but the Allies are seeking to 
pievent more troops from strengthen¬ 
ing control. The German advance 
northward is .being resisted.

Higher Tax on Beer, Tobacco 
Matches, Postage to Raise 
Eleven- Billion

Sir John Simon announced a war 
budget of £2,667,000,000 ($11,87.9,000- 
000) for the fiscal year 19404-41 .in the 
British house of commons and imposed 
a host of new levies which he asked 
the public to accept “-for the sake of 
victory.” 

The new taxes ranged from a whole¬ 
sale sales tax to increased postage 
rates. , . 

' New levies included beer increased 
to 8 pepta'a pint; whiskey increased 
to 16 shillings per bottle; telephone 
rates raised 15V, ; postage rate raised 
from 1 % pence to 2b pence; tobacco 
tax raised 3 pence an ounce; cigarettes 
raised to 8'/i pence for* 10. Britain 
will institute sales'tax similar to that 
in Canada. This will not apply to 
fuel, electricity or water. 

The most striking yield in taxation 
has come from motor vehicle duty, and 
will be continued. , 

Income tax will be increased. A 
married man' without children earn¬ 
ing $1500 a year will pay $75 in in¬ 
come, instead of the' $35 he paid last 
year. If he earns $2,000 a year he will 
pay over $150. 

A married man without dependents 
getting $3,000 a year, pays $465 in to 
the treasury. The toll on income ris¬ 
es proportionately higher in the big¬ 
ger income class. Income tax i$s ex¬ 
pected to yield $2,000,000,000.'

Germany Blames Allies' 

Hitler made his first declaration of 
i\var on Norway On April 27. This is 
his first declaration of war despite 
what happened in Austria, Czecho¬ 
slovakia and l’oland. The surprise 
move of occupation on April 9, was de¬ 
scribed as protective. 

Von Ribbentrop declared that the 
Allies had long planned t,o invade Nor¬ 
way in. order to destroy Germany and 
German intervention foiled -the plan. 
He claimed that on March 27 Allied 
plans for German occupation were 
complete.

According to Cummings . of the 
Southam press. Hitler is believed to be 
concentrating on Norway for coming 
months. Armored cars and airplanes 
are being used in Norway to subdue 
the people. The Allies have been 
handicapped by having to guard 
transport from constant air attack. If 
they can obtain supremacy of the air, 
much will be achieved. Losses to Al¬ 
lies have so far been small. They 
hold command of the seas, and can 
land troops without great difficulty. 
The Germans are running low in gas 
reserves.

TF small towns are to hold their own in the modern 
scene, they must recognize the changes which have 
taken place in the last quarter of a century. They are 
no longer monarchs of all they survey, automatically 
drawing business from the surrounding areas, because 
the people have nowhere else to go. Before the days of 
the motor car, a town flourished by virtue of the popu¬ 
lation around it. The surrounding countryside patron¬ 
ized the nearest shopping centre, and no great effort' 
was required to draw business. The only serious outside 
competitor was Timothy Eaton. There was thus assur¬ 
ed to every town a certain trade which could be depend¬ 
ed upon with unwavering faithfulness. This trade might 
be divided amongst the different business houses accord¬ 
ing to value received. But it ail came to the town. 

Nowadays, however, with the universal use of motor 
cars and the open highways, conditions are entirely dif¬ 
ferent. Considerations of distance are almost non-exist¬ 
ent, and this brings the small town merchant into for¬ 
midable competition with the large business houses of 
the city. It also brings small towns into competition 
with each other. No one town has any hard-and-fast 
trading area. It may draw for miles beyond its old lim¬ 
its, or it may lose to nearby towns according to the ser¬ 
vice provided. ........... , • • 

This accentuates the competitive life. Undoubtedly 
the small-town merchant suffers under the inability to 
carry as large a stock as big departmental houses, but 
he can surmount this handicap if he has quick wholesale 
service, an obliging staff and the personal interest which 
is always appreciated. A small store may be made 
quite as attractive as a large one. But all this requires 
greatly increased effort, and more planning. . Prices are 
an important factor, which can bring business to any 
centre no matter how small. 

Although there is no reason why a small town should 
decline under modern competition, it undoubtedly has to 
hustle as it never had to in the old days. If must present 
reasons why it deserves patronage. It must advertise 
its attractions and its businesses; reach the buying pub¬ 
lic from all possible angles. 

Prices and general service being equal, jt should also 
foster a welcoming spirit, provide conveniences, and 
capitalize on any natural advantages which it may have. 
The old order is changing rapidly, not only in individ¬ 
ual living, but in every phase of business life.

A solution. must be 
reached.”.- That’s the way to talk to them., There is no 
use mincing vyords in such an emergency. 


Co-ordinating Campaign 


A LL over Canada in large and smaller centres, there 
. •**'is strong encouragement being given to a co-ordin¬ 
ation of war charities. The principle most in favor is 
one big campaign annually, instead of continual appeals, 
and the prospect of something new always in the offing. 
This system as operating in one city—-.and probably 
many more—provides a war charities board, with the 
various interested charities having representation. Each 
war charity such as Red Cross, Salvation Army, Cana 1 - 
dian Legion, Y.M.C.A., etc., puts in its requisition and 
from this a figure is arrived at, as a total levy' on the 
public. Then the total “take” is apportioned, according 
to the needs and purposes. The sum is raised in a var¬ 
iety of ways, by house-to-house canvassing, public sub¬ 
scription, benefit affairs, tag days and so on. One drjge 
a year, and the public is then released from further can¬ 
vassing in respect to this particular money-raising ef¬ 
fort. This, of course, mgy not include the charities for 
home welfare purposes. 

Vancouver has instituted one general appeal, thereby 
reducing expenses to the extent of 20’/< at least. Regina 
has a similai* community plan, and Saskatoon council 
has urged that the various appeals be co-ordinated, so 
that the aggregate may be kept within the giving pow¬ 
er of the community. Saskatoon has included social 
welfare of all kinds in this recommendation. 

In the centres where the Community Chest plan is 
adopted, and has functioned, it has received the approv¬ 
al, not only of the public, but also of those who are pro¬ 
moting the different charities. 

In the hap-hazard system at present prevailing at 
most points, certain charities may suffer, not because 
they are not equally worthy, but because they are pro¬ 
moted too soon after a previous drive for some other 
calse. They' may come at a season when not much 
money is in circulation, and are.subject to other factors 


If Canada were at war, tfie Minister might have gone 
even further. He could have told the strikers that they 
not only interrupted his holiday,, but were actually inter¬ 
fering with the active prosecution of the war. He could have 
told them the strike was illegal because they had not sub¬ 
mitted' to conciliation and that they could also be prose 
cuted under war measures act. Of course, they had taken 
the precaution to retain an M.P. supporting the govern¬ 
ment, whose business it would be to influence the govern¬ 
ment to look the other way while the strikers were defy¬ 
ing it. 


The strike lasted six days and tied up 285. ships. The 
men did what they should have done at first—accepted a 
Board of conciliation—but their leaders say that unless the 
Board’s finding is satisfactory, the men will go on strike 
again, which is like a man seeking a party nomination who- 
tells the convention that if he is not selected he will rur. 
anyway.

oirs the fact that excellent Wheat was 
produced at Quebec for transportation 
to France. 

The average yield secured by the 
early French settlers was a little bet¬ 
ter than 11 bushels to the acre. Wheat 
production formed an important part 
of the agricultuse of Lower Canada 
(Quebec) for generations. By 1734 
the wheat yield of the colony was 
738,000 bushels. 

After Great Britain acquired Can¬ 
ada, settlement extended westward in¬ 
to Ontario, then known as Upper 
Oanada. Wheat was the staple crop 
of the farmers, and in 1860 that prov-( 
ince’s production reached 24 V4 million 
bushels. That is a larger wheat crop 
than Ontario raises on the average in 
modern times. 

As industrialism developed in On¬ 
tario and Quebec the demand for other 
farm* products, such as meat, wool 
vegetables and dairy and poultry pro¬ 
ducts, enlarged, and wneat growing 
declined. The settlement of the west 
and the expansion of wheat growing 
in the prairie provinces also aided in 
the contraction of wheat production in 
Eastern Gpnada:

In due course of time Red Fife was 
introduced into Manitoba and from 
the very start it proved superior to 
any other variety that had been tried 
on pra irie soiL_Its tendency to late¬ 
ness in maturity was its biggest draw 
back. To overcome this defect Sir 
Charles Saunders, then Dominion 
Cerealist, crossed Red Fife with Hard 
Red Culcutta from India and devel¬ 
oped Marquis wheat. 

Marquis wheat ripens from six to 
10 days earlier than Fife and its intro¬ 
duction in the west extended the

Western Canada arrived in Manitoba 
in 1813 from the Highlands of Scot- 
lands. The colonization scheme was 
conducted by Lord Selkirk, and his¬ 
tory records the colonists as “the Sel¬ 
kirk Settlers.” 

The colony suffered terrible hard¬ 
ships and their attempts at agricul¬ 
ture saw crops destroyed by frost and 
plagues of grasshoppers. They per¬ 
sisted in the face of adversity and 
gradually other settlers came to peo¬ 
ple the empty land. 

By 1875 the establishment of trade 
routes, the introduction of hardiei- 
varieties of wheat and improvements 
in flour milling processes, opened a 
new era for Western Canada. In 1878 
the St. Paul-St. Boniface Railway ex¬ 
tended into Manitoba. 

In 1883 the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way line was completed between Win¬ 
nipeg and Port Arthur, and two years 
later the railway was extended to the 
Pacific Coast. The first wheat ship¬ 
ment from the west was made in 1876 
and was sent to Ontario to be used as 
seed. It brought a price of 85 cents a 
bushel and the freight to Toronto was 
35 cents. 

The first shipment of wheat from 
Western Canada direct to Great Bri¬ 
tain was made on October 17, 1877. 
The grain was floated down the Red 
River to St. Paul, Minnesota, and then 
sent by rail to the Atlantic seaboard. 
The first wheat to be shipped overseas 
by an all-Canadian route went out in 
1884. It was freighted to Port Arthur 
by rail and then by water and by rail 
to the seaboard. There it was placed 
on an ocean steamer and taken to 
Glasgow, Scotland. 

Seed From Europe 

An outstanding contribution to the 
development of the wheat industry in 
Western Canada was the introduction 
to the prairies of Red Fife wheat, 
Red Fife was introduced to Canada by 
David Fife, a farmer located near Pet- 
erboro, Ontario. Fife requested a 
friend in Scotland, to send him some 
seed of wheat from Northern Europe.

Seed in Alberta in Month Your Home Town . 


100,000 Farmers. Will Have ~r 
To Move Fast To hit in Al¬ 
berta Crop '*• 

(By Leonard Nesbitt, Alberta Pool) 
Each spring Alberta farmers seed 
about 12 Vi million acres to various 
grains. It is quite a task for 100,006 
iaimers to seed such a substantial ar¬ 
ea in such comparatively short time, 
for bulk of the seeding must be fin¬ 
ished inside of a month. But exper¬ 
ience has taught them to be expert at 
the job, and increased mechartization 
has greatly speeded up the work. Giv¬ 
en a spell of fine weather, it is really 
surprising how quickly seeding can be 
completed. 

Wheat | seeding conies, first. About 
8,380,000' acres were seeded to wheat 
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cattle, sheep, poultry, dairy products, 
honey, and other specialities such as 
fur farming. 

Norway Invaded 
Thru Trojan Horse 

Greek Mythology Repeated 
In the German Invaaion of 
Norway 

Greek mythology has been revived 
in the invasion of Norway by the Ger¬ 
mans, and frequent reference is being 
made to the Trojan horse. 

It will be recalled that the Greeks 
after laying siege to Troy for ten 
.years, made a pretence of retiring 
from the siege. But outside the gates, 
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•in late years. 

Besides the grain crops, Alberta 
farmers seed about 25,000 acres to po¬ 
tatoes, 2,700 acres to turnips, 21,600 
acres to sugar beets, and 3,400 acres 
to fodder corn. 

In 1939, 950 acres were sown to 
grain which later was cut for hay. The 
hay and clover acreage totalled 392,- 
000 and the alfalfa acreage, 103,300.

Last 
year the new wealth produced from 
this acreage totalled $113,190,000.

cautions: “The only country where I 
made inquiries about a Trojan horse 
was Holland. The Dutch, with regard 
for free institutions, have been less 
disposed than others to clamp restric¬ 
tions on their own people or incoming 
foreigners. No visa was required for 
foreigners and arriving in the coun¬ 
try I quickly found that Dutch hospi¬ 
tality was being abused by the pres¬ 
ence of hundreds of spies and unde¬ 
sirable aliens. Most of these were 
Germans. At the German Legation 
there are officially only 25, but actu¬ 
ally at least 130. But it is not the Ger¬ 
man Legation that would be the real 
Trojan Horse. The modem horse 
usually houses natives of the country, 
not foreigners, and these are the real 
gate openers. Such natives have earn¬ 
ed the title of “fifth column of tht en¬ 
emy.” 

“Another term added to the lang¬ 
uage is “Quisting,’ signifying ‘betray¬ 
er.’ Quisting being the Norwegian 
officer who opened the gates). What 
then of the Dutch Quistings? Yes, 
they have a Nazi party and it is under 
Mussert, a man who feels he has the 
makings of a Fuehrer. He has a fol¬ 
lowing of about 10,000 with four mem¬ 
bers of the party in parliament. He is 
a hydraulic engineer. 

“The modern Trojan horse is not 
satisfied with getting inside a coun¬ 
try. The enemy seeks to plant it in¬ 
side the army, and it was rumored last 
November that 150 officers had been 
arrested as Nazi sympathizers. 

“But I learn ’from Dutch friends 
that the army is so solidly anti-Nazi 
that all members are a sort of intelli¬ 
gence service. Now the Dutch are tak¬ 
ing extraordinary precautions against 
any gate opening by the inhabitants 
of the Dutch Trojan horse. The entire 
rnuntrv has been nut in state of sieve.
